Twelve groups of heavy bombers - 133 B-17s and 151 Be2hs - escorted by 
five groups of P-47s, were airborne to attack targets in the Pas de Calais 
area, but weather prevented bombing of any of the assigned primaries. Crews 
reported 10/10 low cloud and 5/10 to 6/10 medium cloud over the targets, and 
as a result all except seven a/e returned with their bombs. Seven B-17s took 
advantage of a cloud break over Foix A/D to drop 84 x 500 G.P, on this oppor= 
tunity target, Clouds closed in again immediately, so that no assessment can 
be made of results, 


No c/a were encountered by either bombers or fighters and the latter 
reported a completely uncvontful mission, with no P-%s lost. Moderate but 
accurate flak cxperienced by bombers over Abbeville and in the vicinity of 
targets accounted for the loss of two Bel7s and minor battle damage to 28 
B-l7s and 17 B-24s, In addition, one B -24 crashed in England, killing six 
of the crew,
